The following paragraph appeared 
in the Daily Post, of December 31st : 

" Prof. Alexander Graham Hell has 
memorialized Congress on the subject 
of the danger of the formation of a 
deaf variety of the human race. He 
thinks that the system of educating 
deaf-mutes together results in inter- 
marriages between them ; that the off- 
spring of these marriages are largely 
deaf-mutes; and that, unless preven- 
tive measures are taken, the number 
of these unfortunates will so multiply 
as to finally constitute a distinct varie- 
ty of the race, lie ad vines that d<:if- 
mutes should, as far as possible, be 
educated with hearing people, ho tliat 
environments will lead them in- 
to associations with them, and tend 
to tbe cultivation of speech ; also that 
legislation be had restricting in a 
measure the intermarriage of deaf 
mutes." 

Thinking the whole paragraph 
might be the baseless fabric of a re- 
porter's dream, I said nothing about it 
in the lost number of the Chroniclo, 
but requested Prof. Bell, bv letter, to 
state for the enlightenment of the Join 
nai. readers, whether there was any, 
and if so, how much truth in it. The 
Professor replied in a very courteous 
note, in which he referred me to his 
recently published " Memoir," a copy 
of which he promised to send to the 
\l, and invited me to call to ob 
tain his ideas OB the subject. Un- 
fortunately it has been impossible for 
accept this invitation, but a per- 
usal of his " .Memoir" shows that the 
paragraph published in the /'»»/. was 
substantially correct. Ah regards the 
"Memoir'' itself, the style is clear; 
the iliagrams and data both instruc 
tive and interesting and in general it. 
may be Haul that it iH written in n 
philosophical spirit ; but it is after 
pirit of the Aristotelian rather 
than the Baconian philosophy. The 
whole tone of the book shows that 
Prof. Bell first adopted his theory, 
and then searched for facts to support 
that theory, and his unconcealed bias 
will greatly lessen any influence the 
work might otherwise have. There 
are several reasons why Prof. Bell 
should not have presented this "Mem 
oir" to CongreHH. For one n 
Congress has no jurisdiction in the 
matter. Section 8, Article x , of the 
Constitution, enumerates the powers 
■ ngress, and the absence <,f 
anything permitting the national leg 
islaturo to regulate the marriage laws 
must be conceded by every one, and 
Article x., of the old amend 
ments, says, " Powers not dele- 
gated to the United States by the 
Constitution nor prohibited by it to 
the States, are reserved to the States 
respectively or to the people.'' It 
will be seen from this that if a bill to 
regulate the marriage of deaf mutes 
passed, it would be unconstitu- 
tional. Bat if the matter did come 
under the jurindicUon of Congress, 
there are still important object ions. 
Pi.,t. Bell himself acknowledges that, 
his data are incomplete. Why then 
does he not wait until the investiga 
l.ioiiH being made by the Committee 
on Htatistics appointed by the fifth 
Conference of Principals are finished, 
and the results made known, and even 
if the facts did show a tendency to 
the formation of a doaf variety of the 
human race as a result of Int ST MS X - 
riage would not the best preventive 
measure be to educate the mutes to a 
knowledge of the consequence of such 
intermarriage? Men are so conHtitut 
ed by nature that tlnv shrink from a 
marriage that will entail disease on 
i Ik ir offspring. This is as true of 
d< af motes as of hearing people, for, 
as Prof. Bell himself says, "Those 
whom we term deaf mutes, have no 
other natural defect than that of 
ness," and consequently it is no more 
try to ctll on the law to regu 
late the action of deaf mutes in this 
respect than those of diseased hearing 
people, aH consumptives, for instance. 

The Professor advocates Hht r#fa) 
iihu. of th« normal environment during 
I of tdiwmtien." By this he 
means that deaf-mutes should receive 
instruction in the ordinary public 
schools of the country. My own ex- 
perience has taught jne that any bene- 
fit they might derive from associating 
with hearing children in a large pub 
lie school daring childhood, would \»- 
more than counterbalanced by the in- 
(, both menial and moral, that 
they would be obliged to undergo. As 
Professor Teufelsdrockh has said, 
" Boys are mostly rude, and obey the 
npnlses of rn<\<: nature which 
bids th'- deer herd fall upon the strick- 
en hart, the duck flock put to defttfa 
the broken-winged brother or sister, 
and on all hands the strong tyrannize 
ov.r the weak." The lot of a deaf 
hild among theSS rude boys would be 
/able in the extreme.
